VATICAN CITY (NC) — Within five 
years of his election as head of the 
Catholic Church, Pope John Paul II has 
travelled more than 155,000 miles and 
made the world his pulpit. 


The mileage figure is for his 20 trips 
outside Italy and his 38 trips to Italian 
sites outside Rome. It makes the pope, 
who was elected Oct. 16, 1978, the most 
widely travelled pontiff in history. 


NEWSMEN WHO cover his foreign 
travels marvel at the energy of the 
63-year-old Pope John Paul, who often 
delivers six or seven major speeches a day 
during his trips. 

To the pope, his choice of the world as 
a pulpit was a natural one. Asked whether 


he planned to reduce his foreign travel , 


because of the attack on his life in May 


1981, the pope laughed off the suggestion, - 


saying that ‘‘a doctor must visit the sick, 
and I must visit my people.”’ 


Twenty centuries ago, when Jesus 
Christ trod the paths of the Holy Land, a 
day’s journey was 14 miles. One day in 
1982, the present vicar of Christ flew 
7,200 miles, to carry a message of peace

Community broad- based at St. Charles School

IMPERIAL BEACH — Involvement, 
says Mrs. Mary Bixby, principal of St. 
Charles School, is a two-way street. Not 
only does the parish parochial school 
benefit from the input of time and activity 
by parents and members of the larger 
community, but so do the participants 
themselves. 


Now in her second year at St. Charles, 
Mrs. Bixby counts on the daily assistance 
of a dozen or more parents for everything 
from helping out in the school library to 
preparing hot lunches on the days that it 
is offered. 


BUT UNDER a new electives program 
being offered for the first time, members 
of the Imperial Beach community, 
including Mayor Brian Bilbray, are now 
on ‘‘staff’’ as instructors, or assisting with 
the health care of the students. 


rs. Bixby came to St. Charles last 
year after teaching for 13 years at St. 
Rose of Lima School in Chula Vista. She 
is, in fact, no stranger to the South Bay, 
being educated at St. Rose of Lima and 
nearby St. Pius X; she went to Marian 
High School, which is across the street 
from St. Charles and where most of its 
graduates go; and graduated from the 
University of San Diego. 


The idea of broad-based community 
involvement, centering on the electives 
program, was something Mrs. Bixby had 
long wanted to try, but she postponed it 
during her first year at St. Charles until 
she could ‘‘get a sense of the community 
and the children.”’

In June, NBC budgeted $1 million to 
cover the pope’s one-week trip to his 
native Poland. During eight days in 
Central America in March, many wire 
services regarded the pope as the world’s 
top story on six of those days. 


The foreign trips not only have marked 
Pope John Paul’s pontificate, but they 
also give a glimpse at the changing face of 
the Church. Fifty-eight percent of the 
world’s Catholics live in underdeveloped 
areas of the world and the pope has made 
special efforts to visit them. Four of his 
trips have been to Latin America, two to 
Africa and one to Asia. 


ALTHOUGH THE impact of the 
pope’s journeys has never been-studied 
scientifically , some results are evident to 
- Church officials 
‘isited. In Irel 
priesthood jumped by 20 percent 
following the pope’s 1979 visit. In 1980, a 
year after the pope made his first trip to 
Poland, 80 young men entered the major 
seminary for the Archdiocese of Warsaw. 
The figure a year earlier had been 45. 


Other results, though harder to 
quantify, also have been mentioned. 


Filipino Cardinal Jaime Sin of Manila

DEL MAR — Incident at the race 
track not too long ago: The odds were 
changing on a television monitor when a 
child cried out. Her sobs were heard by 
everyone because they were so loud and 
because the crowd was stunned. — into 
silence. 


The girl, 50 pounds and three-feet tall, 
was running from a man, six-foot-three, 
who was striking her with a thick leather 
belt. A few bravely voiced protests were 
heard above the crack, crack, crack of the 
belt. 

A SICK silence followed. What do you 
do? It’s not your child. But the question 
went through everyone’s mind: is this 
discipline: or child abuse? And where do 
you draw the line between the two?

ourselves to a policy which will inevitably 
involve the direct intervention of U.S. fighting 
forces.’’ The archbishop asked parishes and 
religious communities in the archdiocese to see 
to what extent they could offer sanctuary to 
Central American refugees. 


NEW TO PHILLY — Cardinal John Krol 
told priests at a clergy conference that 
beginning Nov. 27 Catholics in the 
Philadelphia Archdiocese may attend Saturday 
evening Mass to satisfy their Sunday 
obligation. Philadelphia was the only diocese 
in the United States where the Saturday option 
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was not offered. The change begins with the 
introduction of the revised Code of Canon 
Law, the cardinal said. 

CONFLICT — Neutral work rules which 
conflict with the needs of religious minorities 
have replaced blatant religious bigotry as the 
most serious problem of religious 
discrimination in employment, said the U.S. 
Commission on Civil Rights. The commission 
stated that practices such as requiring all 
employees to work on Saturdays no matter 
what their religious beliefs can be a violation of 
the religious freedoms guaranteed by the 
Constitution. 

WATT’S NEW? — The resignation of 
Interior Secretary James Watt will not result 
in a change in Reagan administration policy 
on the environment and natural resources, the 
executive director of the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference said recently. Instead, 
the resignation may only lead to less public 
attention to the issues raised during Watt’s 
almost three-year tenure at the Interior post, 
said the official, Gregory Cusack. ‘‘Like Anne 
Burford (former head of the Environmental 
Protection Agency), Watt carried out faithfully 
what they (the Reagan administration) wanted 
done,’’ Cusack said. 

NUN DIES — One nun’ was dead and 
another was in critical condition after an 
explosion at their provincial house in rural 
Dighton, Mass., 10 miles from Fall River. 
The explosion is believed to have been caused 
by a back hoe that ruptured a gas line.

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U.S. bishops see no 
conflict with pope

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The U.S. 
bishops’ peace pastoral and a news 
magazine’s implication of conflict 
between Pope John Paul II and the 
American hierarchy have caught the 
attention of bishops from around the 
world. 


“‘We’re getting very much feedback on 
our nuclear disarmament letter,’’ said 
Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago 
at a press conference sponsored by the 
U.S. delegates to the world Synod of 
Bishops, Oct. 7. 


‘‘IT SEEMS like every delegate has 
read it in its entirety or at least knows 
about it,’’ added Cardinal Bernardin. 


Cardinal Bernardin, who headed the 
committee which drafted the pastoral, 
said that many synod delegates have 
spoken to him about the letter. 


“They have been very supportive and 
encouraging and very grateful that we 
took the initiative,’’ he said. ‘‘A number 
said that our letter gave them the 
motivation to work on their own 
statements.”’ 


CARDINAL BERNARDIN and 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
represented the U.S. synod delegates at 
the press conference. 


’ Archbishop Roach said that the bishops 
also have received some attention because 
of an article in the Oct. 10 issue of 
Newsweek which suggested conflict 
between the pope and U.S. bishops. 


He said that some non-U.S. bishops, 
speaking tongue-in-cheek, had said, 
‘Quit picking on the pope.”’ 


‘“WE’RE NOT picking on him and he 
is not picking on us,’’ Archbishop Roach 
said. He noted that the pope has spoken 
strongly to groups of U.S. bishops 
recently on numerous controversial 
church issues such as_ individual 
confession, the role of Religious and the 
need to combat breakdowns in family life. 


‘\He. speaks directly to us,”7 
Archbishop Roach said, but this is simply 
‘a new chapter in collegiality’? and an 
example of how the pope relates to a large 
bishops’ conference. 


Archbishop Roach called the U.S. 
hierarchy ‘‘a big conference, one which is 
hard to ignore.’’ He added, ‘“‘If I were the 
Holy Father I’d watch us carefully too.”’ 


CARDINAL BERNARDIN and 
Archbishop: Roach said that they do not 
ascribe any negative meaning to the 
pope’s strong words to U.S bishops nor to 
a study of U.S. seminaries which the 
Vatican has ordered.

Jackie Palmer, who has children in the 
school, the electives program began to 
take shape. Mrs. Palmer is very active in 
the Imperial Beach community, having 
served as vice-mayor; as a city 
councilwoman; as a delegate, appointed 
by the governor, to the commission on the 
two Californias; and with a local bi- 
lingual crisis center. 


This semester, students at the junior 
high school level (grades 6, 7 and 8) had a 
choice of six elective subjects on Friday 
afternoons in lieu of one of two regularly 
scheduled weekly physical education 
periods. : 


Mayor Bilbray, a former St. Charles 
student himself, is teaching a 10-week 
course on the South Bay, its past, present 
and future; a class in first aid is being 
taught by Mrs. Debbie Kratz of 
Coronado Hospital’s burn unit; and two 
St. Charles parents, Mrs. Catherine 
Maier and Mrs. Elena O’Hara, are 
teaching courses in dancercise and crafts. 


‘“‘THE PARISH is our immediate 
community,’’ says Mrs. Bixby, but 
community involvement at St. Charles 
School extends beyond the parish and the 
electives program. For example, Dr. 
Greg Phillips has volunteered his services 
as school doctor, 
examinations under certain 
circumstances, among other services 
rendered to the school; last year Dr. Jay 
Morgener provided free dental exams to 
half the student body last year (the other 
half had hearing tests). 


Parent participation is vital to the 
Catholic school, believes Mrs. Bixby, and 
parents of prospective students are 
advised of the commitment expected of 
them during the pre-acceptance 
interview. 


““We have a very dynamic staff and are 
pleased to share with our parents what is 
happening at St. Charles,’’ she said. 
“Parent participation, not only in the 
immediate lives of their children, but in 
the school community, is absolutely 
essential.’’ 


THIS ‘‘SENSE of family’’ within the 
school, and even extending to the parish 
and the larger community, is what makes 
the Catholic school distinctive, over and 
above its academic excellence, believes 


Mrs. Bixby. 


“The Catholic school is founded on the 
deep commitment required of its teachers 
and a strong sense of vision. Certainly 
we’re commited to an excellence in 
education, but also to a strong sense of 
Christian values. We want our students to 
bring those values and to be active and 
involved participants in what’s happening 
around us,”’ said Mrs. Bixby.

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Says society ‘desensitized’ to abortion

PITTSBURGH (NC) a 
Contemporary society has become 
desensitized and indifferent to an anti-life 
mentality, said Jesuit Father John Powell, 
author of 12 books, including Abortion: 
The Silent Holocaust. 


Father Powell told 500 participants at 
the Pennsylvania Pro-Life Convention 
Sept. 30-Oct. 2 that a lack of sensitivity 
and indifference are greater threats to the 


pro-life movement than are legal | 


setbacks. 


“THE SADDEST thing to me, the 
thing that I find the hardest, the most 
depressing in the struggle for the respect 
for life really isn’t the big setbacks in the 
courts but the indifference of so many 
people who supposedly believe in love and 
in all the same things you and I do, but 
they don’t do anything,’’ he said. 


Father Powell, 2 professor of theology 
at Loyola University of Chicago, said that 
the process toward desensitization was 
outlined in a 1970 editorial written by five 
physicians for a medical publication. 


The editorial, he said, explained the 
“new ethic’’ — that the ‘‘quality’’ of life 
supercedes the sanctity of life. 


“THE DOCTORS who wrote this 
editorial said that in order to get this new 
ethic accepted, they would have to 
“desensitize the public,’’ Father Powell 
said. 


“They mentioned that you shouldn’t 
refer to abortion as killing,’’ he said. 
““You have to separate abortion from the 
idea of killing, even though everyone 
knows it is.”’ 

The real ‘‘casuality,’’ Father Powell 
said, ‘‘is humanity. We have lost or are 
losing our sense of humanity.’’ 


IT IS as if someone has ‘gone into the 
storehouse of life and changed all the 
pricetags,’’ he said. ‘‘The things that 
were once dear, like human life, are now 
cheap. Things that were once cheap and 
valueless are now very important.”’ 


The pro-life movement, he said, must 
help people realize ‘‘that only religion can 
help us remain human. Religion is the 
only humanizing thing that can keep our 
world sane.”’ 


The Jesuit also told convention 
participants that in their pro-life activities 
they must be loving, even toward ‘‘pro- 
choice’’ advocates.

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Editorial

Yellow journalism 


An unsigned reader, responding to a recent editorial, has 
provided me with an example of the worst yellow 
journalism to cross my desk. 


It was in the form of a column by R. Emmett Tyrrell, 
editor of the American Spectator and it serves as one of the 
foremost examples of mass character assassination to come 
down the pike lately. It’s primary target? Today’s 
American Catholic clergy. 


The columnist — in his cauldron of innuendo, diatribe 
and calculated derision — concocts a bizarre brew of-guilt 
by association between a ‘‘priest in a pink suede suit’’ who 
was ‘‘all wrong’? and ‘‘unusually disagreeable’ and 
“large numbers of Roman Catholic priests and nuns.”’ 
(Not to mention Brothers.) The concoction is spiced with 
outlandish attacks on at least three prominent Catholic 
archbishops. 


Tyrrell, who comes off as a low-grade imitation of the 
Catholic Church’s media wit and conscience, William F. 
Buckley, goes on to use the new right-wing publication 
Catholicism in Crisis as his guidebook to ‘‘the Catholic 
clergy’s growing absorption with left-wing politics and 
style.” 


As though responding to the Gospel message itself, 
Tyrrell offers homage to the magazine — ‘‘a vigorous new 
religious publication’? — for alerting him to priests and 
bishops engaged in ‘‘manifest clericalization’’ of the 
Church by making pronouncements on political, economic 
and social order and foisting them on a naive and 
unsuspecting laity. 

And not only are these priests and bishops betraying and 
manipulating the laity, they are — in their activities and 
pronouncements — stepping over that sacred line of 
demarcation called separation of Church and state, which 
he describes as a ‘‘famous value.’ Ouch. © 

Parroting Catholicism in Crisis’ paramount preacher, 
Michael Novak, he warns that this new Catholic 
‘‘clerocracy”’ is not only leaving the laity “‘befuddled and 
uneasy’’ but playing into the hands of the ‘‘anti-papists”’ 
— whoever they may be. 


Tyrrell goes on to describe Archbishop John Quinn of 
San Francisco as telling Catholics in the military to refuse 
orders to detonate a nuclear weapon, Archbishop 
Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle as ‘‘intimidating 
parishoners’’ into with-holding half their taxes to protest 
military spending; and Archbishop Edward O’Meara of 
Indianapolis as making himself the center of a public 
scandal by casting aside respected pastors. Presenting the 
facts of these three incidents evidently didn’t occur to 
Tyrrell. 


He doesn’t stop there. He says these prelates have 
counterparts all over the country. Now here — for the 
wrong reason — he is undoubtedly correct. 


Tyrrell is entitled to use his column to express his alarm 
about anything, including alleged abuses by the Catholic 
clergy. But to equate the ‘‘demeanor’’ of one priest in a 
pink suit with ‘‘large numbers’’ of priests and Religious is 
specious. And to equate ‘‘clericalization’’ of the Church 
with prelates speaking out on serious moral issues goes 
beyond comprehension. = 


Obviously, the column is calculated to inflame and 
arouse the laity against anyone — bishops, priests, 
Religious or laity — who involve themselves in what 
Tyrrell pejoratively calls ‘‘social justice.’’ 

Conservatives and traditionalists in the American 
Catholic community form an ample, responsible and 
caring segment of the People of God. They are legitimately 
concerned about what they see in the Church and society as 
a breakdown in personal and collective morality. 

But they are ill-served by the likes of Tyrrell whose 
column reeks of flagrant misrepresentation of the Catholic 
clergy and outright fantasy in its appraisal of the hierarchy. 

And if this isn’t enough, Tyrrell ends his column by 
referring to ‘‘the late Jesus of Galilee.’? Did the 
Resurrection and our faith in.a living Jesus escape the 
author?

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‘Uproar over contraception? 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— A front-page article in the Vatican 
newspaper Oct. 7 strongly defended Pope John Paul II’s stand 
on contraception and said reaction to it was a clear sign of “‘the 
loss of the sense of God”’ in the Christian world. 


The article said the pope’s remarks offended those who ‘‘have 
absorbed, often uncritically, the deformed and mutilated scale of 
values that is congenial, in industralized countries, to a 
civilization that is pragmatically materialistic, atheistic and 
pleasure-seeking.”’ 


On Sept. 17, the pope told a seminar on ‘“‘responsible 
procreation’’ that users of artificial contraception ‘‘attribute to 
themselves a power that belongs only to God: the power to decide 
in the final instance the coming into existence of a human 
being.”’ 

The pope said contraception can never be justified, and ‘‘to 
think, or to say, anything to the contrary is tantamount to saying 
that in human life there can be situations where it is legitimate 
not to recognize God as God.”’ : 


“‘The uproar that developed around the words of the pope 
appear as a clear and significant confirmation that the loss of the 
sense of sin, so widespread in countries with ancient Christian 
traditions, is growing into the loss of the sense of God,”’ the 
article said. 


‘A practical atheism has subtly penetrated the hearts of those 
who delude themselves as still being Christians, while they have 
accepted ideas and lifestyles in which there is no room for God 
recognized as God, but only for a puppet-god,’’ the article said. 


‘To this puppet-god are given rituals and exterior gestures, 
but belief in him doesn’t touch at all the real individual, family or 
social life,’’ the article added. 

Pope John Paul’s statement on contraception was widely 
publicized in Italian newspapers. Many of them were critical of 
the pope’s remarks.

Ministry: What makes a good leader? 


Vocations Directors from throughout the country recently met 
in Seattle, Washington for their annual convention. One of the 
challenging issues addressed was ‘‘qualifications for ministry,’’ 
which raised many interesting questions. 


On the one hand, the danger of creating a model or an ideal of 


what we are looking for in ministerial leadership in the Church is 
that we can create an expectation that only Jesus Christ himself 
could fulfill. Yet on the other hand ‘‘wanting to serve the Lord’”’ 
as one young man who recently ‘“‘waltzed’’ into my office said, is 
simply not enough. If that is all someone can articulate about 
why he or she wants to be a priest or sister, I begin to ask many 
questions. 


So, what are we looking for? Gathering together the words and 
wisdom of those who have long been in the work, we can 
certainly expect a few things. For one, a call to leadership should 
already begin to manifest itself before one enters a seminary or 
convent. A young man who says, “‘I really want to be a priest,”’ 
yet has never involved himself in the parish community in any 
leadership role may be attracted to priesthood for the wrong 
reasons. But, maybe not? 


A few other issues important for all of us to think about, 
whether we are adults encouraging others, or young men and 
women asking ourselves the questions, are: a willingness to work 
with others in a collegial way; a growing rootedness in the faith of 
the church; participation in the Church’s sacramental life; an 
attraction to intellectual growth and pursuits; family-life; 
relationships; integrated sexuality; the ability to be alone; 
openness to new ideals; good self-concept; a growing interest in 
the spiritual life; and a growing relationship with the Lord and a 
willingness to be of service to others. 


These are some of the signs of a journey that will take a 
lifetime.

It is always puzzling to me that among Christians there 
are those who, while seeming devoted to the Church and 
its teachings and devotions, take a consistently negative 
view of life — or, for that matter, of people in general. 
One wonders if, for some of us, the gospel is not the Good 
News of salvation for all men but the bad news of 
condemnation for most! 


It is hard to see how one can claim to love God and 
follow His Son and yet take so dour a view of the pople He 
loved into life and continues to love through death. 
Surely, if we love Him, we should at least accept His view 
that all people are of unique value and worthy of 
forgiveness and understanding? The Church should be 
the last place in which we feel justified in maintaining our 
terrible prejudices that deny to others what we claim for 
ourselves, and attempt to limit God and bind Him to our 
own blinkered vision and narrow judgements! 

WE HAVE SO great a need for Christian joy and 
jubilant affirmation that God’s wonderfully inclusive love 
assures us of our personal value and importance in His 
scheme of things, that as a community — as a society — 
we are undermined and diminished by the habitual denial 
of those who see so much power in the evil around them 
that they lose the discernment of good within it. It is an 
indisputable fact that God, being all good and willing all

good, allows only that evil to occur and continue that 
holds within it as a great potential for good. If evil exists it 
is because He can bring good out of it and expects us to 
draw good from it also. 


We deny Christ, His mission of redemption, His 


crucifixion and resurrection when we exclude the certain _ 


hope of God’s promises from those who do not believe or 
think as we do, but who, for all we know, are struggling 
through great difficulties to find Him and experience His 
Love. And it is upon us, the people who make up His 
Visible Body on earth, that the responsibility to manifest 
that love falls. 


In my own limited understanding, it seems that very 
often we who are so exclusive and judgmental in our 
attitudes are insecure in our own faith in God’s forgiving 
love — or perhaps it is only complacency hiding in the 
guise of humility that expresses itself in the belief that by 
wearing this, doing that or saying such and such, heaven 
is assured for us and, by implication, denied to those who 
do not wear or do or say as we do. 


WE SKIRT close to the fringes of superstition or 
“‘magic’’ when we place our faith in little rituals or 
devotional practices rather than in God’s embracing 
generosity and His power to overcome even our own self- 


conscious virtue. It is a good thing to remember that 
although neither thieves nor zealots, tax collectors nor 
harlots, nomads nor beggars were excluded from Jesus’ 
call to discipleship, Christ reserved His anger for those 
who tried to bind God to the letter of the law while closing 
their: hearts to the needs of their fellows. 


It may be hard to believe that God loves Communists 
and pornographers, torturers and criminals, other 
religious sects whom we perceive to be ‘‘enemies”’ of our 
church, but if we believe the gospels, then we must believe 
that He does — and equally as much as He loves us 
‘‘so0d’’ and ‘‘practicing’’ Catholics! We cannot even lay 
claim to be serving Him unless we are also manifesting 
His open-hearted love and acceptance. 


We do immeasurable harm to the Church if, through 
our attitudes, we give observers cause to equate our 
‘‘religion’’ with elitism and exclusivity. If we are given to 
deploring those who ‘‘never see the inside of a chuch,”’ or 
who ‘‘deny Christ’? or are ‘‘fallen away’’ or ‘‘turned 
off,’” we might take time to reflect on the possibility that 
we may have contributed in some way to their 
disillusionment. And who among us can honestly claim to 
reflect the true Christ in all we say and do and are? 


Secularization of the Missions — III 


Governor Pio Pico’s regulations for the sale and renting 
of the Missions were issued on October 28, 1845. The 
decree provided for the sale at public auction of the 
abandoned San Rafael. The first of the Missions to be 
secularized, San Rafael was purchased by Antonio Maria 
Sunol and Antonio Maria Pico for $8,000. Mission 
Dolores had no claimant. Soledad was purchased for $800 
by Feliciano Soberanes. San Miguel was the last of the 
Missions to be sold. All the property had disappeared, 
except the buildings, and they were valued at $5,800. 
William Reed and Petronilo Rios took over. Purisima was 
purchased by John Temple for $1,100. 

The Mission Pueblo of San Luis Obispo was sold to 
Capt. John Wilson, James Scott and James McKinley for 
$510 each. There appears to be no record of the sale of the 
property of San Carlos of Carmel. San Juan Bautista was 
given to Olivier Deleisseque for a debt the government 
owed him, San Juan Capistrano was sold for $710 each to 
John Forster and James McKinley. Santa Cruz and 
Solano were not named. The remaining missions were to 
be rented to the highest bidder for a term of nine years. 


Moral Perspectives

There are many obvious moral problems facing us 
today: e.g., the moral acceptability of nuclear war; capital 
punishment; abortion; war resistance. 

These problems are serious and demand thoughtful and 
careful consideration. 


BECAUSE THESE concerns are so public, they 
receive a great deal of media attention. Because these 
problems are so far-reaching in their implications, they 
receive a good amount of national attention. 


Recently, I have had the occasion to be involved with a 
number of women and men who are growing old and who 
are facing death. 


_ One person said that he now deeply realized the 
scriptural counsel that when one grows old, others lead 
you where you do not want to go. 


ANOTHER PERSON simply whispered: there’s 
nothing to live for. 


A severe moral problem facing so many individuals and 
families today is the dilemma of growing old. There are 
some common traits which touch many older people. 
Oftentimes, there is almost no one they can talk with. 
This type of isolation creates loneliness, which in turn can 
stimulate self-pity, depression, frustration, insecurity and 
disorientation. 


These traits are certainly not the possession of all older 
people. Some persons in this older time of life are very 
witty, charming, knowledgeable, insightful and 
incredibly inspiring. 

WHATEVER PERSONALITY characteristics color 


Mission Santa Barbara was leased to Nicholas 
Augustus Den and Daniel Antonio Hill for $1,200, then 
finally sold to Den for $7,500.

San Fernando was leased to 
Andres Pico and Juan Manso for $1,120 each and later 
sold to Eulogio Celis for $14,000 on June 17, 1846. San 
Luis Rey was sold to Antonio Jose Cot and Jose Antonio 
Barnardino Pico for $2,437 but they both lost possession. 
San Jose was fraudulently sold to Andres Pico and 
Francisco Maria Alvarado for $12,000 and later rented to 
William Reed. San Gabriel was given to Hugo Perfect 
Reid and William Workman for a debt the government 
owed them. Santa Clara was granted to Luis Arnaz, 
Benito Diaz and Juan Castaneda for $1,200 each. San 
Antonio had Manuel Crespo for administrator in 1835, 
and there are no records showing that it was sold.

the older person, one emotion which is very often present 
in them is fear. It can be fear of being alone; or fear of 
being lonely. Simply because a person is living with other 
persons, even in one’s own family, this fear of loneliness is 
not necessarily erased. 


Recently, a Sister who serves in a home for older people 
told me that in general the persons in such homes tend to 
live a long time. Many families know the anguish of 
trying to find room in one of these homes. Waiting lists 
are years long. 


Why do these people live so long? No one answer 
provides an adequate response; but certainly is obvious in 
these homes that ministry to the elderly person is taken 
with great seriousness, a ministry marked with a 
“listening with care.’’ An essential ingredient in a 
ministry of “‘listening with care’’ is an ability to 
sympathize or empathize without being patronistic or 
condescending. 


HAVE YOU ever been in a room with an older person 
and talked about the person and never with the person? 
The older person can easily and quickly sense an attitude 
of objectiveness: i.e., the elderly. person has become 
someone to deal with. In talking with older people, 
practically unlimited patience is called for. One cannot 
rush the older person. Be gentle and courteous 


In the June 1983 edition of Psychology Today, Erik 
Erickson speaks beautifully about the importance of 
allowing people to grow old with dignity. Erickson, now 
81 years old, and the dean of American psychoanalysts, 


tuberculosis, and some say, from acute depression over 
the conditions and the sad state of affairs with regard to 
the Missions. Father Gonzales Rubio, OFM, took over 
his duties, war between Mexico and the United States 
broke out. Mexico lost and the American flag was raised 
and great confusion arose as to the status of all the 
Mission property and lands. 


By the early 1860s, the United States Land 
Commission, with deeds signed by President Abraham 
Lincoln, returned some of the lands to the Missions. Of 
the original 56,000 acres belonging to Mission San Diego 
de Alcala, only 22.29 acres were returned to the Church. 
The Land Commission decided that based on an old 
Spanish law which divided property into two classes, 
sacred and ecclesiastical, the sacred included church 
buildings, sacred vessels and vestments; the ecclesiastical 
included land held by the Church, buildings occupied by 
the priests, and the gardens. Only some fragments of land 
were returned. 


indicates that 30 years ago we tended to speak of 
“‘elders,’’ the handful of wise old women and men who 
faced death with dignity. 


We now sustain in the United States a growing number 
of older people, a factor which has led us to speak of 
“‘elderlies.’” The growing existence of this group, 
maintains Erikson, means that we need to re-think the 
role of old age. Because we stress Western culture 
youthfulness, we now keep talking about ‘‘later 
adulthood,’’ as if being old were funny or bad. 


ERIKSON POINTS out that even if one’s life was 
beautiful and wonderful, old age can bring despair and 
fear. Recent studies demonstrate, that many people 
simply ‘‘hang on”’ as their birthday approaches, and then 
decide to die. In other words, death oftentimes results 
from a conscious decision that ‘‘enough is enough.”’ 


It is time to ask, then, whether hope, or even the simple 
expectation that life has more surprises in store, is not as 
vital a factor in living as a healthy cardiovascular system. 
Every day, old people who are not obviously sick die with 
the psychological equivalent of folded hands. This is a 
serious moral problem that we must all face. 


What are some necessary facts to know and deal with 
regarding growing old? The FIRST fact is that depression 
is the most common mental health problem affecting older 
people. 


SOMEWHERE BETWEEN five and 20 percent of 
those over 60 suffer from depression. In its severe form it 


can be deadly.

of his country a heightened awareness of 
the importance of social justice and 
human rights following the papal visit to 
the Philippines in 1981. 


POLAND’S FORMAL lifting of 
martial law last July was, government 
officials were quite frank to admit, a 
- result of the papal visit a month earlier — 
though many question whether Polish 
citizens are actually any better off under 
post-martial law legislation. 


A lasting effect of the 1982 British visit 
was the decision to establish an Anglican- 
Roman Catholic commission to discuss a 
possible reunion between the world’s 760 
million Catholics and 65 million 
Anglicans. 

Yet papal trips have drawn criticism 
within the Catholic Church, especially 
regarding the high cost. About $10 
million was spent on the pope’s four-day 
trip to Britain. 

To one U.S. priest living in Rome, 
however, the money is worth it. 

“THE COST is a pittance for the 
publicity the Gospel gets,’’ he said. 

Some members of the Vatican staff 


complain that the pope gives too much . 


attention to his foreign trips and that he 
should spend more time at the Vatican 
overseeing Church affairs. They point to 
such projects as the reform of the Curia, a 
much-needed streamlining long-promised 
but with few results yet visible. They raise 
such issues as the Vatican bank, which 
was entangled in business interests with 
Italy’s bankrupt Banco Ambrosiano, and 
say that the pope should keep a closer 
watch on such things.

THE POPE, however, supports public 
reporting of Vatican finances and last 
November backed the appointment of a 
joint Vatican-Italian government 
commission to examine the Vatican bank- 
Ambrosiano affair. 


During an ABC television special 


broadcast last Easter the pope responded - 


to critics of his attention to pastoral 
journeys abroad. 


‘“*Yes, I am convinced...that I am 
travelling too.much, but sometimes it is 
necessary to do something of what is too 
much,’’ he said. 


VATICAN OBSERVERS differ as to 
just how much the pope learns from his 
travels. Some feel that the structure of the 
trips is cumbersome and they say that it 
needs to be changed to include forums 
which would permit an actual exchange of 
views between the pope and lay and 
clerical representatives. 


Others, however, note the fact that the 
pope consults for long hours with bishops 
of a country before his visits, in an effort 
to relate his talks to the particular 
concerns of a place, and that he conversés 
with a variety of people, clerical and lay, 
while he is visiting. 

“*To say that the pope needs to have 
forums during a trip is a particularly 
American bias,’’ says a U.S. priest on the 
“It’s because we think 
that’s the only way views can be 
exchanged — through town meetings and 
lobbying. But there is a different type of 
exchange that goes on during the papal 
trips, and it’s an effective one.”’

WHEN A child feels secure and loved, 
mistakes made by parents in discipline 
seem ‘‘small and insignificant,’’ he said. 


‘But most psychologists would say 
most discipline should not be punitive, 
but instructional. There has to be some 
learning, otherwise it is useless. A child 
should be treated with love, a lot of justice 
and charity,’’ Dr. Sperrazzo said. 


Deacon Jack Costello, who serves full- 
time at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 
Church, has 13 grown children he raised 


with his wife, Ann. A_ charismatic 
Catholic, he looks to the Bible for 
guidance. 


HEBREWS 12: 10-11 ‘pretty much 


brings out my attitude when it comes to 
discipline,’’? Deacon Costello said. 


It states, “*Our earthly 
fathers...disciplined us as seemed right to 
them, to prepare us for the short span of 
mortal life; but God does so for our true 
profit, that we may share his holiness. At 
the time it is administered all discipline 
seems a cause for grief and not for joy, 
but later it brings forth the fruit of peace 
and justice to those who are trained in its 
school.”’ 


The deacon, who said he is not an 
expert but just one father who had to find 
disciplinary measures for his family, said, 
‘‘As long as the child knows they are 
loved by their parents and as long as the 
parent shows an attitude of love, then 
whatever approach to discipline that is 
used is fine.”’ 


DEACON COSTELLO sometimes 
spanked his children. ‘‘Quite frankly, I 
did not spare the rod. I did administer 
corporal punishment...sometimes 
unjustly on occasions in order to break up 
a family squabble,’’ he said. 


“T really believe that at times it is 
necessary to use corporal punishment at a 
certain age.’’ Until children are old 
enough to listen to reason, talking is not 
always enough, he’ said. From ages five 
through eight corporal punishment is 
sometimes needed, he said. 


When Deacon Costello administered 
corporal punishment it was usually with 
his hand to the seat of the pants. On “‘rare 
occasions”? he used a belt against the 
buttocks. 


THE GRANDFATHER of 41 said, ‘‘I 
don’t necessarily approve of the approach 
to discipline that some of my children use, 
(but) a contemporary approach to 
discipline is not all bad. If I were to do it 
over, some of the ideas the psychologists 
have I certainly would adopt. I was never 
long on listening.”’ 


Gail Guzzardo, a eucharistic minister 
and member of the Blessed Sacrament 
parish administration committee, thinks 
parents change their ideas about 
discipline as they mature. 

She and her husband Rae have six 
children from 15- to 4-years-old. They 
had ‘‘absolutely nothing”’ planned about 


discipline before the need arose, she said. ~ 


YOUNG PARENTS who have had

your own needs are and what you really want to believe 
and how | can make you believe it. 


Professionals in the field of child care get one kind of 
answer. People who just care about and love kids (like: 
most of you) without the scientific interest of a 
professional get a different answer. Those who think that 
somehow ail/ street kids are lazy, shiftless drifters and 
criminals get a third—and shorter!—response. 


Professionals like to see the data. | talk to them about 
our program components and operating principles, dis- 
cuss the professional credentials of our staff, the 
demographics of our client population and the types of 
pathological behavior patterns encountered, and treat- 
ment plans. 


Most people, though, who really just care alot about the 
kids, are more impressed by anecdotal information: facts, 
true histories, stories that illustrate how a lot of our kids 
do experience a real change in their ability to love, to be 
responsible, to speak the truth, and to increase their 
capacity and desire to be good people, to care about 
themselves again. | talk about our ability to help about 
one-third of the kids who come to us make it back off the 
street: back home with relieved parents, or placed in a 
good foster home, or in a job with their own apartment, or 
in the military or Job Corps or another job training 
program, or back to school.

When people who are inclined to be down on street kids 


ask me the “does it work” question, | get pretty impatient. 
So | talk more about the reasons why my kids are having 
such a tough time and why some won't make it. | try to put 
into perspective our kids’ weaknesses and inadequacies. 
How long did it take us to quit smoking or drinking, or to 
lose weight? How many times did we promise to be good? 
How many times did we promise to keep our promises 
before we did, if we did, until we, too, fell again? | point out 
that growth and progress are judged depending on where 
you Start from. If you start from the very bottom, then three 
steps up the ladder is great progress. 


So, Bruce, | hear you asking, did Covenant House work 
for those kids you met in the Center? 


My 11-year-old lady and her heart wrenchingly beautiful 8- 
and 9-year-old brothers? They were easy to help; to place in 
a foster home where beautiful kids are wanted and loved, 
and made more beautiful, precisely because they are wanted 
and loved. My 16-year-old madonna of the streets and her 6- 
week-old baby? She was easy to help, too, with a successful 
referral to a first-class mother-child program. For 18 months 
she'll be taught how to parent the baby she bore. The kid 
who liked the plants and flowers? He liked the street even

more and went AWOL. God, send him back. 


The hugger-mugger nomad, the one who smiled at me? 
He’s still with us but I don’t think he’ll make it and I think he 
thinks it’s already too late for him. 


He petted me on the shoulder; he broke my heart with his 
smile and he knew why we try so hard to make UNDER 21 
not only safe and clean, but beautiful. Because he was. 


You see, beauty affirms beauty and confirms it— 
sometimes even causes it to happen for a sad-eyed 17- 
year-old nomad on the skids. 


Did we succeed with that kid? Was it, is it, worth spen- 
ding your hard earned money on plants and flowers and 
comfortable furniture so thousands and thousands and 
thousands of desperate kids who come in out of their 
smoking, ugly, depraved hell can be confronted by that 
beauty and know, without a word being said that we loved 
them? And that God does?

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Pro-lifers urged to drop ‘ugly’ tactics... 


By Susan Nowak 


EL CENTRO — If pro-lifers would drop ‘‘ugly’’ 
tactics and would try to see Christ in everyone, they could 
be more powerful in effecting political change, Nancy 
Brown, director of Responsible Parenthood for Catholic 
Community Services, said. 

In a workshop at the Oct. 8 Imperial Valley Religious 
Education Congress Mrs. Brown traced the history of the 
rise of feminism and then told how that knowledge can 
help the right-to-life movement. 

DURING THE ‘‘Golden Age of Greece’” women were 


considered ‘‘less than human,’’ she said. Wives slept at 
their husbands’ feet. A few centuries later ‘‘women’s 


position had bettered itself’? in Rome. Women were’ 


classed with children and did not have to sleep at the feet 
of their husbands, Mrs. Brown said. 


Rome’s strong military spread Roman culture and 
traditions throughout Europe, ‘‘and with that the whole 
position of women’’ was passed on. Women had no 
property rights. Men thought women had to be 
perpetually taught, she said. 

When England colonized the United States, women 
were thought of in much the same manner as they had 
been for centuries during the Roman Empire. To own 
property she had to be entirely on her own in the colonies, 
otherwise she could only own property through a 
husband, brother, son or other male relative. 


IT WASN’T until 1930, when California adopted 
community property rights, that a woman was legally 
recognized in the United States as having property rights. 


The United States has a history of discrimination 
against women, Mrs. Brown said. For instance, the 
Declaration of Independence, a statement of philosophy, 
used the word ‘‘man’’ possibly to mean ‘‘mankind.”’ 
However, The Federalist Papers said the word ‘‘man”’ 
was used to exclude women. 


When the Constitution was written there was an 
argument to include rights protection for blacks and 
women, but it was considered ‘‘too radical’’ an idea. 


AT THE Seneca Falls convention of 1848 women and 
a few men met to discuss women’s place in the United 
States. They passed 10 recommendations — all but one 
unanimously. The one urging for women’s voting rights 
passed, but met some opposition by those who considered 
it radical, Mrs. Brown said. 


It was more than 70 years later, 1920, before the 


‘Constitution was amended to give women the right to 


vote. 


“Some women felt extremely suppressed and 
oppressed and depressed over that history,’ she said. 
Those women, ‘‘feminists’’ as they became known in the 
’60s, were impassioned over the sexual revolution, birth 
control and abortion. 


“‘THEY SAW that they were being oppressed because 
of their difference — the womb. Anyone who is thinking 
like that is very likely to be attracted to abortion on 
demand,”’’ she noted.

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Margaret Sanger’s ideas and Paul Ehrlich’s Population 
Bomb helped create ‘‘a society that was willing to accept 
to some degree abortion on demand,’’ Mrs. Brown said. 
In 1972, the landmark Supreme Court case Roe vs. Wade 
upheld abortion as a ‘‘right.”’ 


When pro-lifers talk to women who favor abortion on 
demand, they should remember many of them feel 
‘oppressed’? by women’s history and see abortion as a 
long-denied right. 


‘*I THINK when you are talking to people and trying 
to get them to think abortion is wrong, (you should) 
remember where they are coming from,”’ she said. 


If pro-lifers compare the oppression of women to the 
oppression of fetuses, it makes pro-abortionists think. 


‘‘There are very few people who will admit to 
destroying human life.’’ Most say the fetus is not human, 
and ‘“‘that’s the same argument that was used to suppress 
women in Greece, Rome and England.”’ 


SINCE LEGALIZED abortion has been around more 
than 10 years — long enough that some young women 
have grown up with the ‘‘right’’ — “‘it is going to be very 
difficult to get rid of it.”’ 

Despite the advances claimed by feminists, there is 
evidence that ‘‘Women are still looking for someone to 
serve,’’? Mrs. Brown said. She cited a 1975 study by 
Kristin Luker that was reported in a book, Taking 
Chances: Abortion and the Decision Not to Contracept. 

The author interviewed women at.an abortion clinic, 
80 percent of whom understood and were exposed to 
contraception but chose not to use it. 

MANY OF the women told Ms. Luker they began by 
looking for a husband, became sexually active so they 
would not lose their potential mate and then quit using 
contraception to become pregnant and force the 
commitment issue. Usually the marriage does not occur 
and the women opt for an abortion, Ms. Luker found. 

‘‘The need for women to be loved, to be taken care of 
and to serve apparently is still engrained,’’ Mrs. Brown 
said. 
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When talking to people about abortion, Mrs. Brown 
suggested, ‘“‘start off from a position of agreement. Most 
people will agree that abortion is a very bad answer to a 
very bad problem.”’ 


THE VAST majority of people are in the 
uncommitted middle. Neither the right-to-lifers or the 
pro-abortionists are going to change their minds, she said. 


‘*You can’t get these people if you remain as polemic as 
the right-to-life people are considered,’’ she said. 
Everyone should be approached with love. ‘‘Christ is in 
all of us. We were taught that we’re to hate the sin and 
love the sinner,’’ she said, charging that some people 
against abortion forget that at times. 


“You can’t call people murderers and then expect to 
win them over,’’ she said. ‘‘If you are going to effectively 
change politically you have got to do it by using your 
head,’’ Mrs. Brown noted. ~ 

SOME SUGGESTIONS she provided included: 


¢ Refuse to argue about abortion in the case of rape, 
incest and the life of the mother. Those cases represent a 
‘‘small percentage’’ of actual abortion cases. 


© Give input at every level — local, state and federal. 


e Keep the issue visible, but don’t ‘‘harass or be 
ugly...Don’t say ‘look you’ve voted like a murderer’ ”’ to 
a legislator. 


¢ Demonstrate politely and in an organized fashion. 
‘‘Listen to the opposition so you can attack it later, she 
said. 


¢ Let Planned Parenthood workers know the 
philosophy on which the organization was formed. 
Employees usually are proud of their work and feel they 
are helping women, but might change their minds if they 
knew the organization’s philosophy. 


e Encourage women to study the issue and to make a 
decision ‘‘she and the baby can live with.’’

SOMETHING THAT’S frequently 


overlooked in general news coverage of 
the trips is the pope’s emphasis on 
spiritual issues. Because of the secular 
news media’s preoccupation with political 
issues, journalists often jump on the 
pope’s references to topical issues. 


In Austria last September, one 
journalist, referring’ to the Soviet 
downing of a commercial airplane killing 
269 people, said: ‘‘Thank God the pope 
decided to mention the Korean airliner, 
or we’d have nothing to write about. The 
rest of this is all religious stuff.” 

‘Religious stuff’ though is the pope’s 
main business. He is first of all a pastor, 
and his prime concern is that people 
should be close to God, in this world and 
beyond. 

IN POLAND earlier this year, when 
the pope hammered the government on 
human rights, he spent the first two-thirds 
of nearly every talk speaking of interior 
freedom. 


You are free if you do the will of God, 
was his theme. He developed it by 
stressing that the passion for freedom 
from external constraints grows out of 
that and is important, but interior 
freedom is primary. 

This emphasis on spiritual issues is not 
confined to his trips. 

THE POPE speaks at every 
opportunity about the importance of 
prayer. He told U.S. bishops in 
September that the gauge of the 
authenticity of religious life was the 
quality of a person’s prayer. 

He told the bishops of Austria that they 
had better get busy because a good 


_ number of Austrians are not relating their 


lives to God through prayer. 


Along with an attention to prayer 
comes a strong emphasis on Church

doctrine and discipline, an emphasis 
which shows little sign of changing. He 
has told U.S. bishops that they should 
withdraw their support from any groups’ 
advocating women’s ordination and told 
a workshop on responsible parenthood 
that anyone using artificial means of 
contraception is usurping the role of God 
as the master of life. 


IN SEPTEMBER he spoke to U.S. 


_ priests, reaffirming the value of celibacy. 


One puzzling task is fixing the pope’s 
view of collegiality: the process by which 
decisions are made in consultation with 
the church at large, particularly the 
world’s bishops. 


It’s puzzling, some Vatican observers 
say, because the pope sends out mixed 
signals as to how highly he regards the 
process. 


ON THE one hand, the world Synod 
of Bishops was told on Sept. 29 that the 
pontiff has suggested giving to the synod’s 
decisions binding force in the Church, a 
significant upgrading from the synod’s 
consultative status. And in talks to U.S. 
bishops this fall, the pontiff regularly 
asked them for their open assessment of 
the concerns of American Catholics. 


Yet many of the American bishops say 
that documents and regulations 
frequently come out of the Vatican with 
little prior consultation. They cite last 
June’s statement on essential elements of 


‘religious life or the prohibition of girls as 


Mass servers. 


What American bishops want, many of 
them have said, is more opportunity to 
dialogue with the pope and the Curia 
about Catholic life in America: to have a 
chance to emphasize the strong faith of 
American Catholics and to explain the 
basis for some of their concerns. 


SOME OF the bishops say they would 
be willing to ‘‘trade in’’ their brief

Los pronunciamientos salieron menos 
de una semana después que el Diputado 
Thomas O’Neill, Jr. (D-Mass.) dijo el 4 
de octubre que la propuesta de ley 
comprensiva no seria considerada por la 
Camara durante este afio.

ASSERTIVE DISCIPLINE requires 
Mrs. Guzzardo to call to her children’s 
attention a behavior she does not approve 
of. She tells them what the punishment 
will be if they don’t stop it by the count of 
three.

Occasionally she uses a “‘swift pat on 
the behind,’’ but ‘‘it’s not a form of 
discipline I’m really wild about. I get this 
little voice that says ‘child abuse, child 
abuse,’ ”’ she said.

hard to define exactly, but it’s a definite 
difference.

Come to think of it, that’s almost 
what we have at every Mass, at every 
banquet of Christ to which we are 
invited. Only there’s no $100 or $1000 
a plate. And nobody is: refused 
admission if they don’t pay. 


Let’s imagine we had this benefit 
dinner, and instead of sending $100 or 
$1000 to our favorite politician's 
campaign fund we send it instead to the 
mission treasure chest, the Mission 
office. Then those missionaries out 
there in the bush could hold more 
benefit dinners for the needy, could 
make more speeches about Christ and 
win more adherents to our non-political 
beliefs.
